Dr.  Charles  Koerble  Clarifies 
I  nf ormation  About  Orientation 
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Acreage,  New  farm  Equipment 
Purchased  for  College  Farm 


DAIRY  HERDSMAN  Keith  Runyan  stands 
among  approximately  30  Jersey  and  Holstein 
dairy  replacement  heifers  as  tliey  eat  hay 


during  a  hot  afternoon.  The  animals  are  on 
the  new  land  bought  to  give  added  grazing 
land  to  the  NWMSC  farm. 


Northwest  Missouri  State 
College  has  purchased  approx¬ 
imately  93.2  acres  of  land  and 
several  pieces  of  farm  equip¬ 
ment  in  a  project  of  enlarg¬ 
ing  the  program  of  the  Agricul¬ 
ture  Department. 

According  to  Dr.  John  C. 
Beeks,  chairman,  Department 
of  Agriculture,  this  additional 
acreage  is  used  primarily  as 
pasture  for  about  30  Holstein 
and  Jersey  replacement  heif¬ 
ers:  however,  14  acres  of  hy¬ 
brid  corn  is  being  raised  on 
the  new  plot.  The  NWMSC 
farm  now  covers  220  acres. 

Two  tractors,  a  field 
chopper,  hay  mower  and 
conditioner,  blower,  and  a 
silage  unloading  wagon  are 
Included  among  the  new 
machinery  purchased. 

Dr.  Beeks  reported  that  the 
purchases  have  increased  the 
laboratory  studies  of  the  de- 
pai’tment  since  much  teaching 
is  done  on  the  farm. 

An  oat  crop  has  been  made 
into  low  moisture  silage  and 
put  into  tlie  recently  construct¬ 
ed  oxygen-free  silo.  This  silo 
is  built  so  that  the  carbon  di¬ 
oxide  formed  by  the  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  the  silage  cannot  es¬ 
cape  from  the  structure.  The 
carbon  dioxide  keeps  oxygen 
from  entering  the  silo. 

Other  crops  such  as  alfalfa 
and  corn  are  raised  to  feed 
the  35  milk  cows,  some  hogs, 
and  a  few  chickens. 

When  asked  about  exper¬ 
iments  on  the  farm,  Dr. 
Beeks  commented  that 
commercial  sprays  and

In  the  near  future,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Beeks,.  the  staff 
hopes  to  have  a  new  farrow¬ 
ing  house.  They  have  plans  to 
raise  hogs  on  confinement, 
with  approximately  150  to  sell 
each  year.  Hogs  which  are 
presently  being  raised  are  a 
crossbreed  of  pure  bred  Land- 
race  sows  and  a  Poland  China 
boar. 

The  taking  of  bids  for  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  milking  par¬ 
lor  is  in  progress.  This  new 
parlor  will  contain  four  stalls, 
and  the  cows  will  be  fed  auto¬ 
matically. 


When  Coach  Ivan  Schottel’s 
determined  Bearcats  take  the 
field  Sept.  17  for  the  opening 
kickoff  against  Drake  Univer¬ 
sity,  Des  Moines,  the  gridsters 
will  commence  an  attempt  to 
bring  the  fifth  winning  season 
since  1950  to  NWMSC. 

Football  fortunes  on  the 
Maryville  campus  have  not 
been  bright  since  the  half-cen¬ 
tury  mark.

ticulture,  and  poultry  classes. 

Dr.  William  C.  George  is  the 
agriculture  engineer,  in  charge 
of  the  buildings,  machinery, 
and  conservation.  Floyd  B. 
Houghton,  instructor  of  animal 
husbandry  uses  his  own  Black 
Angus  cattle  for  teaching  pur¬ 
poses. 

Keith  Runyon  is  the  NWMSC 
dairy  herdsman. 


Other  winning  teams  in  the 
15-year  period  were  Coach  Earl 
Baker’s  1960  squad  and  the  ’64 
and  ’65  elevens  directed  by 
Coach  Schottel.  Beginning  his 
fourth  season  at  NWMSC, 
Schottel  hopes  to  have  another 
strong  football  team  this  fall 
with  29  returning  lettermen. 

The  Bearcats  have  had  five 
undefeated  teams  in  the 
school’s  history.  The  first  team 
to  do  the  trick  was  Coach  H. 
F.  Lawrence’s  1925  squad. 

E.  A.  "Lefty”  Davis  coached 
one  of  the  five  undefeated-un¬ 
tied  teams  in  the  nation  during 
the  1931  Bearcat  campaign. 
With  present  Athletic  Director 
Milner  at  the  helm  in  1938  and 
1939,  the  ’Cats  racked  up  two 
successive  9-0-0  seasons.  Later 
the  Milner-coached  team  of 
1944  recorded  a  7-0-0  slate. 

NWMSC  has  won  the  MIAA 
conference  title  eight  times 
with  its  last  crown  being  taken 
in  1952.  If  the  ’Cats  can  man¬ 
age  to  avenge  two  losses  suf¬ 
fered  last  year  against  confer¬ 
ence  foes  in  the  south  part  of 
the  state  —  at  Southwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State,  Springfield,  and  at 
Southeast  Missouri  State,  Cape 
Girardeau  —  and  hold  their 
own  against  other  league 
teams.
